Ralph C. Shook, Yorba Linda 
pioneer and father of the current 
director of the Yorba Linda County 
Water District, died Thursday, May 
8, at his home at 5321 Mountain 
View, where he and his wife Claire 
had lived for 58 years.

Operator of an orchard care 
business, Shook served at various 
times on the boards of trustees of 
Fullerton High School, Fullerton 
College, Yorba Linda Grammar 
School, and the Yorba Linda Water 
District. 

He belonged to the local Chamber 
of Commerce, Farm Bureau, and 
Rotary Club. He was a charter 
member and past master of Yorba 
Linda Masonic Lodge 469, belong- 
ing to it for SO years. 

Born in 1890 in Newell, Iowa, 
Shook arrived in Yorba Linda in 
1911, where he staked out, cleared, 
and planted many of ‘the area’s 
original orchards. In 1917 he 
married Claire Amstutz of Yorba 
Linda and moved to the Mountain 
View address. 

Shook is survived by his widow; 
two sons, Richard S. and Ralph 
Claire, both of Yorba Linda; one 
daughter, Katherine Montgomery, 
of San Diego; a brother, Lloyd, of 
Santa Ana; seven grandchildren; 
and three great-grandchildren. 

Services were conducted at 1:30 
p.m. Saturday at Melrose Chapel, 
Anaheim, by Lodge 469. Entomb- 
ment was at Melrose Abbey.

A possible deterrent to an airport 
being built in the Chino Hills, long 
fought by home owners in this area, 
received a strong push forward 
Monday with a second affirmative 
vote on Assembly Bill 37 in the 
California Assembly. 

The second action followed a first 
vote Thursday sponsored by author 
of the bill, Assemblyman John 
Briggs (R-Fullerton) in which the 
assembly passed the legislation with 
a resounding 56 to 8. 

The bill would require that a 
majority of voters within a 72 mile 
radius of the proposed airport, must 
approve the plan before an airport 


could be constructed. 

On the first vote of the current bill, 
Assemblyman Robert H. Badham 
(R-Newport Beach), had indicated 
that he believed there had been 
insufficient time allowed for 
discussion on the legislation and 
stated that he would bring the bill 
before the assembly again for 
reconsideration. 


Assemblyman Briggs’ office 
reported Tuesday that Briggs had 
reintroduced the legislation with 
affirmative results. The bill has now 
been forwarded to the California 
Senate. 
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Similar legislation regarding the 
Chino Hills Airport development 
was introduced last year by former 
Assemblyman Floyd Wakefield, was 
— by both the Assembly and 

enate but vetoed by "former 
Governor Ronald Reagan. The bill 
then repassed over the governor's 
veto but the senate adjourned 
without reconsidering it. 

Bill AB 37 will be sponsored in the 
California Senate by Senator 
Reuben Ayala of San Bernardino, 
Briggs’ office indicated. In the event 
of its passage, it would still require 
the signature of Governor Edmund 
Brown to become law.

office charged police with using 
excessive force and causing 
needless property damage, ‘‘not a 
single witness’’ was able to identify 
policemen involved when shown 
recent color photographs of officers 
present that night, Capizzi said.

Esperanza Patrons Protest 


Charges that the Open Campus 
policy, which permits high school 
students to leave their schools 
during lunch period, is creating a 
nightmare around the Esperanza 
campus, was voiced Monday night 
by patrons who live in the immediate 
area. 

Bruce Hobbs, who resides on 
Holbrook Street, immediately facing 
the spacious campus of the Placentia 
Unified School District’s newest 
school, said he and neighbors have 
been threatened with students 
congregating. on lawns, _ with 
“‘property damage, defacing pro- 
perty and with verbal abuse.’’ 

The loitering noontime students 
“‘leave trash right where it is,’’ he 
told members of the PUSD Board of 
Trustees at their regular meeting 
Monday night. 

Hobbs described the scene as ten 
to twenty or more students taking 
their lunch break by moving onto 
neighboring yards and_ seating 
themselves to eat, ‘‘smoke cigar- 
ettes and drink beer.’’ 

“I’m tired of picking up half eaten 
sandwiches out of my ivy,’’ he 
declared. ‘‘They have driven up my 
driveway and through my planter 


and down my neighbor’s driveway. 

‘At first we tried to be nice to the 
kids,’’ he described for the board, 
“but being nice didn’t help. The 
problem continued to get worse.’’ 

The students center around 
Holbrook Street and Glenview 
Avenue he told the board. 

Hobbs used a number of colorful 
four-letter words he said the 
students had thrown at protesting 
residents. ‘‘We’re going to get you 
and your kid,’” one student allegedly 
had _ threatened a protesting 
neighbor. 

The complaint from that resident 
had resulted in obscenities being 
printed across railroad ties on the 
property, sprinkler heads removed 
and clumps of the lawn torn out and 
thrown around, a speaker at the 
meeting stated. 

Hobbs said when he and 
neighbors complained to the school 
that an assistant principal stated 
that there was nothing that the 
school could do about the matter 
because of the ‘open campus” 
policy. Hobbs quoted the principal 
as saying...“‘It’s out of our 
hands...why don’t you call the 
police.’’ 


The Anaheim police had been 
called, Hobbs reported, as the 
school is in the city of Anaheim but 
indicated that the police could not be 
expected to be there every day. One 
student racing up and ‘down the 
street had been apprehended. The 
police suggested the homeowners 
come before the PUSD board, Hobbs 
said. 

““We don’t want to do this,’’ he 
stated. ‘‘Why should we have to do 
this?’’ 

“The open campus isn’t working, 
he toid trustees. ‘‘These kids are 
destroying the neighborhood and 
subjecting three and four year old 
kids to language they shouldn’t be 
subjected to.”’ 

Hobbs indicated his displeasure 
with ‘“‘picking up all the milk 
cartons, cigarette butts and bottle 
tops off of the 5000 block of Holbrook 
Street’’ and showed trustees a trash 
sack he reported as one day’s 
clean-up. 

The loitering youngsters started 
as just a few, he reported, and have 
steadily been growing in numbers. 

Dr. John Parrish, principal of 
Esperanza, who was in_ the 
audience, said that the trespassing 


students represented only a small 
number of the many lunch time 
teenagers who are permitted to 
leave the campus and cause no 
trouble. He said he believed the 
open campus policy was a workable 
program for them. 

He indicated that a part of the 
problem stems from Esperanza 
students meeting with those from 
the El Camino Real Continuation 
High School, which is also on 
campus. El Camino has a break in its 
two sessions and students coming 
and going from that campus are 
greeted by the Esperanza students. 

One mother in the audience, who 
said she has young children, 
declared the students were making 
her family ‘‘prisoners in our own 
homes’’ because of the reckless 
driving and the four-letter language. 
“We put up with it every single, 
solitary day,’’ she told trustees. 

Hobbs said that to his surprise the 
most offensive language had been 
used by the girls in the groups. 

PUSD Trustees indicated that 
conferences would be held with 
school officials to affect some 
immediate action concerning the 
problem.

schools. That request was approved 
with the stipulation by the State that 
bonds totaling $515,000 dollars be 
sold and the proceeds paid to prior 
apportionments. 

Sale of the bonds was authorized 
May 22, 1973 when Yorba Linda 
voters accepted a $2 million dollar 
bond issue. In December of that 
year, bonds totaling $1,150,000 
dollars were sold, bringing the 
district up to its legal bonding 
capacity. 

Since that time the assessed 
valuation of the district has 
increased while the amount of the 
district debt to the state has 
decreased. On July 1, 1975 the 
school district will begin selling the 
additional bonds to qualify for 
apportionment. 

July 1 is also the deadline for filing 
applications with the state allocation 
Board this tiscal year. According to 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
L. Elton Patridge, the applications 
must include property appraisals 
which can require 45 days to 
complete. 

Patridge also pointed out that in 
July new assessments are released 
by the county. If not filed before then 
the applications could require 
another justification document and 
the sale of additional bonds, due to 
increases in tax assessments. 

“The Board is attempting through 
these applications to keep the 
maximum number of options open 
for future planning,’’ Patridge said. 

In another action the Board voted 
to allow five year olds to attend 
summer school. Children becoming 
five years old between July 23 and 
July 25 may enroll in an introduction 
to kindergarten program which will 
be conducted during that time. 
According to Superintendent of 
Schools Sterling Fox, the curriculum 
will be organized so that a child can 
begin on whatever day is his 
birthday. 
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Tax Increase 
A Bargain 


Yorba Lindans are faced with an odd paradox---one which they will have a 
chance to correct on May 27. The fact is that although Yorba Linda is one of 
the most affluent communities in the county---it’s school district ranks next 
to the bottom in per pupil expenditure, in a list of county elementary school 
districts. The dichotomy is primarily due to the fact that Yorba Linda is a 
“‘bedroom’’ community with little commercial and manufacturing 
property.---And, as elected officials of the local school district have pointed 
out, homes alone will not finance a quality education for Yorba Linda 
children at the present tax rate. Because assessed valuation is low in Yorba 
Linda, a $60,000 home that generates two students, does not put enough 
money into district coffers to adequately educate those two children. In most 
other communities, this ‘‘gap’’ is made up for by commercial and industrial 
ventures which pump dollars into the district, but no students. Not so in 
Yorba Linda. *. 

In fact, even if Yorba Linda’s school tax rate were at county average, 
which it isn’t, local per pupil expenditure would still be below the county 
average. s \ 

Yorba Lindans have consistently shown their preference for the low-key, 
semi-rural character of the city. A good choice---but one which may have 
been made without a look at the price tag. 

On May 27, the district is asking for a revenue limit increase which would 
raise the tax rate from $2.37 for each $100 of assessed property valuation, to 
$3.24---an increase of 87 cents. This means that a local property owner who 
owns a home assessed at $10,000 ($40,000 market value) would pay about $7 
per month or 24 cents per day fer a quality education for their children. ---A 
real bargain when you look at the alternatives. 

If the May 27 increase fails to pull in the necessary 51 per cent majority, 
the local district will face cut-backs in its basic program. The district will 
have to increase class sizes; shorten the school day at the junior high school; 
make cut-backs in transportation (more students would be walking); 
cut-back after school athletics; eliminate instructional aides; and cut back on 
custodial and maintenance programs. 

The board’s proposal is not aimed at making Yorba Linda a ‘‘rich’’ 
district. It is aimed at maintaining an average school program. It is a ‘‘no 
frills’’ proposal--with one goal in mind--adequate education of local 
children. 

The Star strongly recommends that Yorba Lindans evaluate their goals, 
and make the choice to ‘‘pay the piper’’ on May 27. Yorba Linda is a fine 
community for raising children if its citizens are willing to pay for their 
education. We recommend a ‘‘YES”’ vote on the May 27 tax limit increase 
measure for the future well-being of this community. —

In 1935, a gifted German woman, Leni Riefenstahl, created a 
documentary-style movie, ‘‘Triumph of the Will’. It was brilliantly 


executed, but chilling as a portent of Nazi totalitarian power. Its purpose: 
propaganda, to glorify the Nazi cause. 

In 1975 American theaters are showing a movie created by two gifted 
young film makers, Bert Schneider and Peter Davis: ‘‘Hearts and Minds’. 
it, too is in documentary style and is brilliantly executed and chilling. 

Its purpose: propaganda, to show that Americans are simpleminded, 
jingoistic sadists and that the North Vietnamese conquerors of South 
Vietnam are high-minded patriots. 

The microphone and the eye of the camera don’t lie, of course. They 
record words and actions as they happened. But in ‘Hearts and Minds’’, 
careful editing and reassembly of bits of film out of context produce a 
devastating effect. 

As in all wars--indeed all human activities--some participants in Vietnam 
said and did noble things; some, ignoble things; others, shallow things. 
Messrs. Schneider and Davis prefer the Big Lie technique, juxtaposing bits 
of the truth in such a way as to distort the point to their ends. 

For example, Gen. William C. Westmoreland makes an observation about 
the fundamentally different view of human life that prevails in the Orient. 
He commented about ‘‘the cheapness of life’’ there. The next shot selected 
was of Vietnamese mourning their dead. You get the idea. 

We see the agonies of war, but no hint that any South Vietnamese really 
cared about the preservation of his nation against the invaders from the 
North. It is strictly a matter of the liberty-loving North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong, versus Bloodthirsty America. 

Apparently, Schneider and Davis haven’t studied much Indochina 
history. 

Despite it s heavy propaganda message, ‘‘Hearts and Minds’’ has been 
greeted by several major film critics with panegyrics. 

Whether these were inspired by the obvious technical skills of the film 
makers, by philosophical compatibility or simply by herd instinct one can 
only guess. 

Now comes the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, dispensers 
of the Oscars, and an organization which has been taking its lumps in recent 
years. For example: 

George C. Scott refused an Oscar for his superb title role portrayal in 
“*Patton’’. Marlon Brando sent a bogus Indian princess to collect his Oscar 
and deliver a lecture in sociology. 

A nude streaker jogged by the television cameras, and this year Dustin 
Hoffman announced he'd watch the proceedings on television, saying that 
the Hollywood celebrities in the live audience would be so heavily sedated 
with drink as to make nothing but spectacles of themselves. 

The academy isn’t known for either its political Sagacity or its penetrating 
understanding of world affairs, but that didn’t deter them from selecting 
**Hearts and Minds’’ as the year’s best ““documentary”’ film. As if this high 
praise wasn’t enough for a film that is, in effect, propaganda for the 
Vietnamese Communists, Schneider said, ‘‘Isn’t it ironic that our film wins 
this award just as Vietnam is about to be liberated?’’ He then read a 
telegram of ‘‘greetings’’ from a Viet Cong official. The audience cheered. 
Maybe Dustin Hoffman was right. 

Our leaders made a grave mistake in sending American soldiers to a wat 
they were not allowed to win. Any cause worth dying for is worth winning. 
Still, hundreds of thousands of young men went in the hope that what they 
were doing would save a small nation from its invaders. They are worthy of 
more than the oversimplification and distortions of Schneider and Davis. 

Josef Goebbels was fond of saying that if you told a big enough lie often 
enough, people would believe it. He proved it in World War II Germany. I 
think Americans are more sophisticated and know one when they see one. 
Let us hope so if they go to see ‘Hearts and Minds’. 


partly because they hear only one 
angle of our Nation’s economic 
system while, in fact, they would like 
to consider all sides and arrive at a 
sound decision,’’ stated the 
Chamber’s Executive Manager, Bill 
OpDyke. ‘‘Folks want opportunities 
to get together and thrash out the 
pros and cons of ALL facets cf an 
economic system.

A _ pioneer 
developer and researcher of ‘‘JET’’ 
back in the ‘SOs, OpDyke was 
Assistant to the President of the 
nationwide Training Within Indus- 
try (TWI) Foundation and the TWI 
Division of the Government’s War 
Production Board and War Man- 
power Commission, Washington, 
D.C. during World War Il: a 
mammoth, Nationwide undertaking 
that cost $23,000,000 of government 
private management, and private 
labor funds. ‘“‘Your Chamber of 
Commerce in Yorba Linda is, 
therefore, well equipped to tackle 
this key assignment for our adult 
population,’’ added Patridge. 

“The most outstanding partici- 
pants in such a novel program,”’ said 


OpDyke, ‘‘are those men and 
women who do NOT claim to be 
‘economists!’ 

Those who participate and 


emerge from the ‘‘JET’’ sessions 
are encouraged to ‘‘multiply’’ their 
new-found know-how with friends 
and neighbors. Noted OpDyke, 
“The program equips participants 
to qualify as Group Discussion 
Leaders, especially on the subject 
that is acknowledged to be No. 1 in 
American life today, -- the practical 
arts of sound economics and the part 
that citizens can play in support of 
measure to boost America. There 
could be no more appropriate and 
timely action in true celebration of 
our Nation's Bicentennial than that 
which makes human understanding 
possible!’’ 

The ‘Job Economics Training’ 
(JET) program consists of five, 
2-hour sessions. 

The cost of all this? Nothing -- to 
those who attend all five sessions. 
The Chamber foots the bill in terms 
of time and materials: Not more than 
ten, nor less than eight adults can 
participate in each set of five 
sessions. The Chamber anticipates 
several groups, but it cannot 
accommodate more than four 
different groups for a month or two 
following the first team of men and 
women. Both men and women per 
team are far superior to groups of 
one sex only, asserts OpDyke. 

To enroli, the only requisites are 
that participants be 21 years of age 
and over: that they be residents of 
Yorba Linda, and enrollees must 
agree to attend all five sessions; 
otherwise a dropout makes it 


difficult for all concerned with the 
discussion process. All five sessions 
will be held in the Chamber office 
starting at 7 p.m. and running to 9 
p-m. sharp. Those wishing to enroll, 
phone Mrs. Dixie Hansen or 
Clarence Duncan (993-5820) very 
soon. ‘‘The whole fascinating 
program,’’ emphasized OpDyke, 
‘is like the old ‘pot-bellied’ stove 
sessions in small towns that used to 
form the very core of American 
action many years ago, except that, 
with the ‘‘JET’’ program, partici- 
pants come away with definite 
conclusions which they, themselves, 
have formulated!”’

New Businesses To 
Locate In YorbaLinda 


New businesses set to locate in 
Yorba Linda following planning 
commission approval Monday night 
include an unfinished furniture store 
and a pre-school nursery. Rancho 
Realty, of 19732 Yorba Linda Blvd., 
also won the approval of plans to 
open a new office on the 
long-abandoned gas station site at 
Main and Lemon. 

Norman Fagrell of Tustin gained 
commission approval for a con- 
ditional use permit to allow him to 
open the furniture store, to be called 
‘*Peabody’s Unfinished Furniture,’’ 
in a large woouen building already 
standing to the east of and adjoining 
the Yorba Linda Feed Store on 
Imperial Highway. 

The operation will open under a 
cloud, however, since the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, the 
owner of the land, plans eventually 
to develop the property for 
large-scale commercial use. 

Also beclouded is the nursery 
school Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd 
Blanchard of Yorba Linda would like 
to open on Valley View just south of 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses Kingdom 
Hall. 

Although the Blanchards received 
design-review approval from the 
commission, legal problems regard- 
ing the parcel map for the land their 
school would occupy reportedly 
endanger their financial backing. 

Difficulties arose because the 
strip of land along Valley View 
comprising the church lot, the 
proposed nursery site, and a vacant 
lot presently used for parking by the 
Little League field had never been 
properly subdivided, according to 
City Engineer Roy Stephenson. 

Although the planning commis- 
sion was ready to act on the 
necessary subdivision Monday 
night, a list of attached conditions 
were not available. Therefore the 
commissioners, with the reluctant 
consent of the Blanchards and 
Stephen W. Bradford of Yorba Linda 
Blueprint, acting as representative 
for the affected property-owners, 
continued the hearing until the 
commission’s May 21 workshop 
meeting. 

Finding comparatively smooth 
sailing was Bill Ross, representing 
Rancho Realty. Although the 


commissioners withheld the right to 
review any possible traffic problems 
created by the sales office after one 


year, the proposal in general won 
unanimous approval for both a 
necessary conditional use permit 
and a variance. 

The office is set to adjoin Sas’ 
Rags on the southeast corner of the 
lot. A variance was needed since the 
office will face northward (the city 
zoning ordinance requires a greater 
street setback for the side of a 
business than for its front). 

An earlier proposal to open an 
automobile front-end alignment and 
brake shop on the corner had been 
rejected by the commission. 

In other action, the commission 
approved a tentative tract map for a 
21-lot subdivision to be developed 
by Standard Pacific Corporation on 
Eureka north of Imperial.
